A  RECENT  South  African 
visitor  to  Salt  Lake  City 
was  Dr.  Avril  Ire  Malan,  mem- 
ber of  Parliament  for  the  Gesina. 
Transvaal  Constituency,  and  pre- 
sident of  the  board  of  directors  of 
Volksas,  Ltd. 

Dr.  Malan,  a  former  univer- 
sity professor,  visited  the  United 
States  on  a  U.S.  State  Depart- 
ment Leader  Exchange  Pro- 
gramme.

On  one  evening  President  Wright 
gathered  a  group  of  friends 
and  relatives  at  his  restaurant 
and  a  pleasant  evening  was  en- 
joyed with  the  vistiting  South 
Africans. 


The  next  evening  the  Malans 
showed  films  to  a  large  group  at 
the  home  of  the  Wrights. 


AN  American  beauty  queen, 
gracefully  poised  on  a  soap- 
box, rather  upset  the  routine  of 
famous  Speakers'  Corner  at  Hyde 
Park.  London.  She  also  spoke  in 
a  street  meeting  in  Edinburgh, 
Scotland. 

The  usual  hecklers  paid  rapt 
attention.  and  large  crowd 
gathered  as  Charlotte  Sheffield, 
Miss  USA  in  the  Miss  World  con- 
test, valiantly  explained  the  prin- 
ciples of  Mormonism. 

Miss  Sheffield  is  a  member  of 
the  Church  from  Salt  Lake  City. 
She  has  availed  herself  of  Church 
activities  wherever  her  travels  as 
a  beauty  queen  have  taken  her. 
While  in  London  she  attended 
several  Church  meetings.  One 
evening,  as  she  listened  to  the 
elders  speaking  in  Hyde  Park,  she 
was  asked  if  she  would  like  to 
address  the  crowd.  For  20  min- 
utes she  did  a  magnificent  job 
and  most  other  meetings  dispers- 
ed to  hear  the  lovely  lady  explain 
her  religion.

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f\NE  striking  feature  of  the  everlasting  gospel 
is  that  it  always  operates  according  to 
eternal  laws  and  principles.  Those  principles 
are  the  same  yesterday,  today  and  forever,  and 
when  they  seem  to  vary,  then  is  the  time  for 
thinking  men  to  examine  their  beliefs. 

Paul  stressed  this  to  the  Galatian  saints  when 
he  warned  them: 

"1  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removed  from 
him  that  called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ 
unto  another  gospel:  Which  is  not  another;  but 
there  be  some  that  trouble  you,  and  would  per- 
vert the  gospel  of  Christ. 

"But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven, 
preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than  that 
which  we  have  preached  unto  you,  let  him  be 
accursed."  (Galatians  1:  6-8.) 

Many  of  the  basic  teachings  of  Paul  and  his 
brethren  to  the  early  saints  concerned  the  vital 
necessity  of  phophetic  guidance.  Paul  even 
described  the  Church  resting  on  a  foundation 
of  apostles  and  prophets.  (Ephesians  2:19-21). 
And  this  capable  missionary,  a  noted  Jewish 
scholar  and  a  man  who  had  brilliantly  defended 
his  religion  in  the  courts  of  kings  before  the 
mighty  men  of  the  world,  humbly  testified: 

"But  I  certify  you  brethren,  that  the  gospel 
which  was  preached  of  me  is  not  after  man. 

"For  1  neither  received  it  of  man,  neither 
was  I  taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ." 

Could  the  truth  be  more  obvious?  Could 
the  promise  of  the  prophet  who  taught  that, 
"Surely  the  Lord  God  will  do  nothing,  but  he 
revealeth  his  secret  unto  his  servants  the 
prophets,"  be  more  plainly  fulfilled? 

Even  a  small  child,  who  hears  only  the 
simple  Bible  stories  cannot  overlook  this  truth 
....  that  God  has  always  worked  through 
established  and  chosen  prophets  to  guide  his 
righteous  children.  How  much  more  obvious 
should  be  this  eternal  truth  to  an  honest  and 
experienced  student  of  the  scriptures? 

It  is  strange  that  when  Joseph  Smith  preached 
such  doctrine  he  was  shunned  and  ridiculed.  It 
is  strange  that  when  he  brought  this  concept  to 
an  era  that  thought  itself  the  most  enlightened 
and  advanced  in    human    history,    he    should 


be  rejected  and  persecuted  by  those  who  had 
assumed  the  positions  of  religious  scholars  and 
Christian  ministers. 

It  would  have  been  bitterly  shocking  to 
Joseph  Smith's  mother  if  she  could  have  known 
on  that  cold  December  morning  in  1805,  that 
her  son  would  eventually  die  for  daring  to 
believe  that  a  merciful  Father  would  guide  his 
groping  children. 

But  then,  persecution  and  martyrdom  are 
also  part  of  the  eternal  principles  of  the  true 
gospel,  for  persecution  has  always  been  the 
lot  of  the  prophets,  and  violent  death  often 
their  reward. 

At  this  season,  when  "Peace"  is  a  principle 
that  occupies  a  hallowed  position  in  our 
thoughts,  it  might  be  well  to  remember  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  his  gift  of  peace. 

Consider  the  profound  peace  of  mind  that 
can  come  by  faithfully  accepting  the  divinity  of 
the  restored  gospel  which  teaches  that  "men 
are  that  they  might  have  joy." 

Appreciate  the  contentment  that  will  come 
when  we  can  sincerely  accept  the  companion- 
ship of  God,  knowing  that  his  work  and  his 
glory  is  "to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man." 

But  Joseph  Smith  preached  no  new  gospel. 
He  did  not  replace  the  ten  commandments.  He 
gave  no  new  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  He 
preached  no  new  Saviour  but  Christ.  This 
Latter-day  prophet  merely  added  peace  of  mind 
to  those  who  diligently  search  for  truth  by 
assuring  them  that  God  lives  and  his  interest  in 
his  children  never  ceases.  Joseph  Smith  only 
bore  testimony  of  the  divinity  and  reality  of 
our  Saviour  and  his  resurrection. 

To  the  dried  and  twisted  Christianity,  from 
which  the  spirit  had  departed,  he  added  the 
life  ....  and  the  assuring  peace  ....  of  a  fer- 
vent testimony.  "Listen  to  the  voice  of  Jesus 
Christ,  your  Reedeemer,  the  Great  I  Am, 
whose  arm  of  mercy  hath  atoned  for  your  sins; 

"Who  will  gather  his  people  even  as  a  hen 
gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  even 
as  many  as  will  heaken  to  my  voice  and 
humble  themselves  before  me,  and  call  upon 
me  in  mighty  prayer."

^EARLY  2000  years  ago,  shepherds  were 
tending  their  flocks  on  the  hills  of  Judea 
when  "Lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon 
them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round 
about  them".  From  the  lips  of  the  heavenly 
messenger  came  these   words: 

"I  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy; 

which  shall  be  to  all  people.     For   unto 

you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David. 

a  Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord  .  .  . 

And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel  a 

multitude  of  heavenly  hosts  praising  God. 

and  saying,  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest 

and  on  earth,  peace  and  good  will  toward 

men." 

This  prophetic  utterance  and  its  fulfilment 
came  at  a  time  when  the  then-known  world 
was  in  turmoil.  The  Roman  Empire,  the 
greatest  political  organization  the  world  had 
ever  known,  was  ruled  by  a  dictator.  There 
was  great  splendour  in  the  land  and  men  held 
high  the  material  things  of  the  world.  Con- 
quest for  power  and  wealth  occupied  the 
minds  and  efforts  of  the  nations.  Even  the 
Jewish  people,  who  were  the  only  group  in 
the  known  world  who  believed  in  God,  had 
caught  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  were  looking 
for  a  mighty  ruler  and  king  to  deliver  them 
from  bondage  and  from  under  Roman 
domination. 

What  a  contrast  was  the  "birth"  of  the 
Christ  Child.  He  was  born  amid  the  lowliest 
surroundings,  as  a  reminder  to  the  world  that 
the  humblest  and  most  down-trodden  of  man- 
kind, as  well  as  those  in  more  favoured  cir- 
cumstances, are  children  of  God  and  subjects 
of  His  merciful  care. 

What  a  contrast  to  the  times  were  His  life 
and  teachings.     Everything  He   did   and   said 


was  opposed  to  evil  and  wiong-doing.  The 
world  then,  as  today,  was  in  need  of  "the 
peace"  He  had  to  offer.

To  those   who  are  the  perpetrators  o\    u.n 
He  has  said: 

"Love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that 
curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you. 
and  pray  for  those  which  despiteful!)  use 
you.  and   persecute  you."" 

(Matt.  5:44.1 
What   a   different    world   we   would   have    if 
nations,   as   well   as   individuals,   would   follow 
this  admonition.     Mankind  has  seeming!)   for- 
gotten  the   warning: 

"Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  mur- 
derer; and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  life  abounding   in   him."  (1    John 
3:15.) 

To  the  covetous  and  selfish  He  has  said: 
"Take  heed,  and  beware;  for  a  man's  life 
consisteth  not  in  the    abundance    of    the 
things  which  he  possesseth." 
Even   as  on  one   hand  He   has   vehemently 
condemned  hypocrisy  and  evil,  so  on  the  other 
hand  He   has  brought  comfort   and   peace  to 
the  poor,  the  down-trodden,  to  the  meek,  the 
repentant  sinner  and  all    who    would    follow 
Him.     Who   in    the   Christian    world   has   not 
been  lifted  from  the  depths  of  discouragement 
and  sorrow  by  the   Master's  words? 

"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and 
are  heavy  laden,  and  1  will  give  you  rest. 
Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me: 
for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart  and  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my 
yoke  is  easy  and  my  burden  is  light." 
(Matt.  11:28-30.) 
To  those  who  have  lost  faith.  He  has  said: 
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"I  am  the  light  which  shincth  in  the  dark- 
ness, I  am  the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life, 
I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life;  he  that 
believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die;  and  ye 
shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free".  (John  1:5,  11,  25-26. 
8:32.) 

To  those  who  have  strayed  from  the  path 
of  righteousness,  these  words  of  "Our  Lord" 
to  the  woman  who  had  grievously  sinned 
bring  an  assurance  of  forgiveness. 

"Neither  do  1  condemn  thee:  go,  and  sin 
no  more."  (John  8:    II.) 

Added  to  this  the  Prophet  Isaiah  has  stated: 
"Wash  you,  make  you  clean;  put  away  the 
evil  of  your  doings  from  before  mine  eyes; 
cease  to  do  evil;  though  your  sins  be  as 
scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow; 
though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall 
be  as  wool".  (Isaiah  1:  16,  18.) 

To  the  sick  and  afflicted  He  has  said 
through  one  of  His  chief  Apostles: 

"Is  any  sick  among  you?  Let  him 
call  for  the  elders  of  the  church;  and  let 
them  pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with 
oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord;  And  the 
prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick,  and  the 
Lord  shall  raise  him  up;  and  if  he  have 
committed  sins,  they  shall  be  forgiven 
him."  (James  5:14-15.) 

These,  and  many  more  things,  did  our 
Saviour  say,  and  do  for  us.  The  Heavenly 
Messenger  did  not  declare  his  tidings  in  vain. 
"Peace  and  good  will  toward  men"  will 
triumph  in  the  world  today,  even  as  it  has  in 
the  hearts  of  men  these  many  years;  and  even 
as  it  triumphed  over  the  great  Roman  Empire 
on  that  eventful  night  "when  Christ  was 
born." 

These  challenging  words  bring  hope  and 
faith  for  the  future  .  .  . 

"These  things  I  have  spoken  unto  you, 
that  in  me  ye  might  have  peace.  In  the 
world  ye  shall  have  tribulation;  but  be  of 
good  cheer;  I  have  overcome  the  world." 

(John  16:  33.) 

May  God  bless  good  people  everywhere  and 
in  the  spirit  of  Christmas  I  extend  to  our 
members  and  friends  in  this  land  of  sunshine 
the  Season's  Greetings  and  Prosperity  for  the 
year  ahead.

FN    the    121st   Section    of   the   Doctrine   and 
Covenants  the  Lord  tells   us,  in    his    re- 
vealed  word,  that    many    are    called    to    the 
Priesthood,  but  few  are  chosen. 

What  did  he  mean?  Just  this:  God  calls 
you  to  the  Priesthood  and  gives  you  an  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  the  blessings  that  come  with 
it.  However,  the  Priesthood  holder,  by  his 
own  efforts,  determines  whether  he  will  be 
chosen  to  exercise  divine  power. 

What  must  we  do  to  make  sure  that  we  will 
be  of  the  chosen? 

When  a  man  is  ordained  to  the  Priesthood 
he  assumes  a  greater  responsibility  and  duty  to 
live  the  laws  of  the  gospel.  Only  by  obedience 
to  divine  law  can  he  assure  that  he  is  worthy 
to  be  chosen  to  exercise  his  Priesthood. 

A  bearer  of  the  Priesthood  must  have  a 
strong  testimony  of  the  divinity  of  the  gospel 
teachings  and  of  Joseph  Smith's  mission  in  re- 
establishing the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  on 
earth.  Without  such  a  testimony  his  Priest- 
hood would  have  no  foundation. 

A  man  who  holds  the  Priesthood  should 
know,  and  subscribe  fully  to,  the  Articles  of 
Faith,  for  they  are  a  guide  to  the  principle 
teachings  and  basic  beliefs  of  the  Church. 

He  must  observe  the  Word  of  Wisdom  fully. 
No  man  should  exercise  his  Priesthood  if  he  is 
not  keeping  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

He  must  obey  the  law  of  Sabbath  observ- 
ance. If  a  Priesthood  bearer  does  not  attend 
his  sacrament  meetings  and  renew  his  cove- 
nants with  the  Lord  regularly,  he  is  not  fit  to 
fulfill  his  divine  calling. 

Finally,  a  member  of  a  Priesthood  quorum 
must  deal  fairly  and  honestly  with  all  of  his 
fellow  men.  If  he  has  done  any  dishonest  or 
unfair  thing  his  Priesthood  gives  him  no  bless- 
ing until  he  has  made  restitution  for  that 
which  he  has  done. 

These  are  some  of  the  minimum  require- 
ments which  one  must  fulfil  in  order  to  be 
chosen.  The  Lord  warns  us  that  if  we  exercise 
the  Priesthood  when  we  are  unworthy  we  are 
laying  up  condemnation  for  ourselves.  In 
view  of  this,  let  us  always  be  sure  that  we  are 
worthy  to  exercise  our  Priesthood  whenever 
we  are  called  upon,  and  magnify  that  power 
which  is  entrusted  to  us.

On  thinking  it 
over,  however,  I  remember  that  there  was  no 
:>now  in  Bethlehem  on  that  eventful  night.  It 
was  warm  and  lovely.  The  stars  were  shining. 
The  shepherds  were  watching  their  flocks 
peacefully. 

It  is  lovely  to  ponder  Christmas  in  our 
minds.  A  warmth  and  glow  seems  to  permeate 
us.  This  is  the  time  that  mothers  and  fathers 
look  forward  to  from  one  year  to  another,  for 
their  family  is  probably  coming  home  for  a 
visit;  and  they  will  be  together  again,  enjoying 
each  other. 

This  holiday  season  brings  back  memories 
of  our  childhood  days  and  the  fun  we  had 
with  mother  and  dad.  In  the  midst  of  the  ex- 
citement of  gifts,  surprises  and  all  that  goes 
with  the  day,  father  had  us  pause  for  a  prayer 
of  thanksgiving.  —  thanksgiving  for  the 
supreme  gift,  the  gift  to  the  entire  world,  the 
priceless  gift  signifying  loving  and  giving,  the 
result  of  which  brings  peice  to  our  hearts.

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KINDNESS  &  PRIESTHOOD

A  SECRET  of  Priesthood  power  is  kind- 
ness. It  is  the  master-key  to  the  Priest- 
nood's  operation.  Without  kindness  a  man's 
Priesthood  just  could  not  function.  His  Priest- 
hood would  not  be  magnified  and  through  dis- 
use it  would  wane  and  die. 

The  scriptures  tell  us  this,  and  many  are  the 
warnings  given  that  we  should  not  attempt  to 
use  this  authority  unrighteously.  All  Priest- 
hood holders  should  read  often  section  121  of 
fhe  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  "No  power  or 
influence  can  or  ought  to  be  maintained  by 
virtue  of  the  Priesthood,  only  by  persuasion, 
by  long-suffering,  by  gentleness  and  meekness, 
and  by  love  unfeigned.  By  kindness,  and  pure 
knowledge  ..." 

This  is  the  advice  of  that  scripture,  and  every 
male  member  of  the  Church  should  hold  these 
words  in  memory. 

Throughout  the  ages  the  outstanding  Priest- 
hood bearers  have  been  noted  for  their  great 
kindness.  They  were  men  who  gave  freely  of 
their  sympathy,  love  and  understanding  to  all 
the  children  or  our  Heavenly  Father,  irrespec- 
tive of  race,  colour  or  creed.  They  were  men 
who  have  shown  the  world  that  "men  are  great 
only  as  they  are  kind." 

Our  Master,  himself,  proved  this  whilst  on 
earth,  by  filling  His  life  with  kind  deeds.  His 
life  was  dedicated  with  love  and  kindness  for 
humanity.

The  Spirit 
Is  Reality

THERE    CAN    BE    NO    doubt    about    it    —    the 

Christmas  spirit  does  penetrate  the  hard  shell 
of  every  day  life,  and  makes  each  person  feel 
better  toward  his   fellow  man. 

That  feeling  may  be  very  temporary,  as  it  is 
in  most  cases,  but  nevertheless  it  is  there.  "Good 
will  toward  men."  It  is  in  the  air,  it  is  in  the 
heart.  With  each  chime  heard  from  the  ringing 
bells,  with  each  carol  that  is  sung,  with  each 
purchase  that  is  made,  it  is  there — "Good  will 
toward  men." 

No  one  can  deny  it.  the  spirit  of  the  Christ- 
child  comes  to  nearly  all  who  believe  in  him.  his 
message  is  remembered,  even  if  but  briefly,  and 
for  the  time  being  there  is  a  warmth  about  the 
heart  and  a  genuine  desire  to  wish  others  well  as 
W2  say  our  "Merry  Christmas." 

When  some  claim  that  the  spirit  of  Christ  is 
hardly  to  be  found  in  the  world,  they  forget  the 
miracle  of  each  Christmas  season,  for  at  this 
time  of  the  year,  nearly  everyone  feels  a  certain 
uplift,  an  uncommon  generosity  which  we  do  not 
experience  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 
-TT  IS  AS  A  MIRACLE  in  the  eyes  of  all  who  are 

willing  to  see.  The  Spirit  of  Christmas  is  real, 
it  does  endure  year  after  year,  it  never  ceases  to 
rise  to  the  surface  although  submerged  between 
seasons,  and  it  never  fails  to  bring  a  certain  ex- 
ultation to  the  human  heart. 
•  Somehow,  the  Lord  permits  his  spirit  to  reach 
the  hearts  of  men  a  little  more  at  Christmas 
time.  Somehow,  he  gives  testimony  in  a  man- 
ner which  never  can  be  forgotten  that  in  all 
reality  the  spirit  of  Christmas  is  the  spirit  of 
good  will. 

When  Dickens  wrote  his  "Christmas  Carol"  he 
pointed  up  that  important  fact.  There  are  many 
Scrooges  in  the  world  today,  and  there  are  many 
who  suffer  because  of  them.  But  at  Christmas 
time,  most  hearts  are  softened,  there  is  a  more 
kindly  attitude. 
ISN'T  IT  ALL  A  TESTIMONY  to  the  message 

of  the  angel?  Of  course  the  spirit  of  Christ- 
mas is  the  spirit  of  good  will.  Of  course  all  feel 
it,  even  though  they  may  be  in  meager  circum- 
stances.  It  is  there. 


If  we  could  but  translate  that  individual  good 
feeling  to  world  wide  accord,  how  wonderful 
would  Christmas  be!  It  is  true  that  many 
nations  in  the  world  do  not  consider  the  lowly 
Nazarene  as  the  divine  Son  of  God,  which  he  is. 
but  if  only  the  so-called  Christian  nations  could 
unite  under  a  banner  of  good  will,  it  would  be  a 
great  accomplishment.  And  how  they  need  it. 
Have  there  ever  been  greater  or  more  terrible 
wars  than  those  fought  by  Christian  nations 
against  each  other?  Christendom  need  not 
blame  the  heathen  for  their  worst  wars. 

If  Christian  peoples  would  but  adapt  to  their 
daily  practices  the  religion  which  they  claim  as 
their  own,  there  could  be  good  will  in  the  cartb 
on  a  world  wide  scale,  and  there  need  be  no  more 
war.  If  wars  between  Christian  nations  were 
to  be  eliminated,  we  would  make  a  gi 
forward  in  the  cause  of  world  peace. 
PROBABLY  THE  EFFECTIVIMSS  of  Christi- 
anity in  the  last  analysis  comes  back  to  the 
degree  to  which  Christ  is  a  reality  to  these  Shris- 
tian  nations.  There  is  much  confusion  among 
them  on  this  point.  Some  Christians  are  willing 
enough  to  accept  Jesus  as  the  Redeemer,  the 
Creator,  the  Son  of  God.  But  there  are  many 
who  are  not.  Even  among  the  preachers  there 
is  a  wide  difference.  Some  are  not  willing  to 
admit  he  is  divine,  some  do  not  believe  he  is 
more  than  a  great  teacher,  some  do  not  admit 
that  there  was  anything  miraculous  about  his 
birth,  many  deny  the  Redeemership  of  the  Re- 
deemer! 

Because  of  this  confusion,  Christ  is  not  yi 
genuine  reality  to  many  people.  Is  it  any  wonder 
then  that  mankind  lacks  a  clear  picture  of  the 
Christ,  of  his  teachings,  and  of  his  power  to  give 
to  each  one  a  re-birth  which  would  remove  from 
their  souls  bitterness  and  hate,  and  replace  them 
with  love  and  a  spirit  of  brotherhood. 

As  Latter-day  Saints  who  understand  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Christ,  let  us  set  the  example  of  good 
will  in  the  world.  Let  us  be  brethren  among  our- 
selves, and  then  help  all  others  to  know  the  real 
meaning  of  the  angel's  message  on  that  first 
Christmas  Dav.
